to Prison 


His Peculations Extended 


Over Six Years 


DEFAULTING CASHIER TELLS HIS 


STORY TO PROSECUTOR. 


SAYS HE ALONE IS RESPONSIBLE 


Thousands Belonging to the Cleveland 


Bank He Spent in Grain Specula- 


tion at Chicago.' 


Cleveland, O., Jan. 29—George A. 


Rose, the alleged defaulting cashier of 
the Produce Exchange bank, which 
closed its doors January 22, made a 
confession last night to the county 
prosecutor, telling of his raethSd-of 
using the bank's money of which he is 
said to have lost $187,000. 'The con- 
fession, while brief, is ample in expla- 
jnation. 
- * 


Rose said that he was alone in his 


alleged peculation and that his use ot 
the bank's money began about 
six 


years ago. He said that about three 
years ago, when'the loss had reached 
only $20.000 an auditing committee 
was appointed to go over the bank's 
books. Rose had hoped that his short- 
age would be discovered then, but at 
the end of a week or so cf "investiga- 
tion the committee reported everything 
satisfactory with the bank's affai 


salary of 3125 a mouth and has not got 
a. cent of the money lost to the bank by 
his speculation. 


When the shortage had reached $20,- 


000, Rose said that he knew that he 
would have to replace the sum, and 
seeing no other way of doing it than 
by speculating, he continued to fio so 
until the amount reached $187,000. 
His mental state has been miserable 
ever since -bis peculations began, ae 
said, and oftentimes lie had 
teen 


temp.ted to commit suicide, but did not 
do so because of his wife and family. 


All of the entire sum of $187,000 


Rose declares, was lost with grain 
speculators in Chicago. His willing- 
ness for a speedv trial and imprlson- 
m'ent. he said, was to relieve his mind 
of the worry that he Iiad undergone, 
also his desire to bjt sentenced and to 
serve his term and afterwards begin 
life anew.

CHICAGO MAYOR 


Discharged by Court on Writ—Judge 


Holds Him Not Responsible for 


Iroquois Fire. 


Chicago, 111., Jan. 29—Mayor Harri- 


son was ordered by Judge Richard S. 
Tuthill to be immediately discharged 
from custody In connection with any 
responsibility for the wholesale loss of 
life in the Iroquois theater fire. 


The judge declared shat the mayor 


was in no way whatever guilty or lia- 
ble, and that the coroner's jury In or- 
dering him held to J;he grand jury had 
puc an unjust stigma upon the mayor, 
who had failed in no particular, either 
in omission or commission. He adds: 


"It is not for the mayor to pass or- 


dinances, and it was not for aim, sim- 
ply upon the report of the conditions 
then existing, as it appeared to him, to 
say that during all the years that were 
passed, this ignoring of the provisions 
of ordinances wou'd justify him in clos- 
ing up the theaters, all the theaters— 
because the report cover-ad all of them. 
• 
II would have brought universal con- 
demnation upon the city government." 


The mayor's course was said to es- 


tablish a new precedent in the use of 
the writ of habeas corpus. 


Following his release Mayor Harri- 


son made the following 
statement: 


"The only possible feature which the 
jury were able to find connecting me 
with the Iroquois fire disaster was the 
alleged negligence ""and'TrTcompeteiice' 
of my appointees, Fire Chief Musham 
and Building Inspector Williams. Mr. 
Musham has been connected with the 
Chicago fire department for 40 years.
